illegal speculation in foodstuffs and 
other necessary commodities, there- 
by causing actual' hunger and dis- 
tress in -families where the 
bread 


winner is steadily employed." 


They ask that the government 


take such steps, after investigation, 
"as will 
reduce the cost of com- 


modities and place the necessities of 
life -within the financial reach of 
the wage earner." 


The resolution is signed by John 


Moore, president, Lee 
Hall, 
vice 


president and G. W. Savage secre- 
tary, and the executive board mem- 
bers of the Ohio miners 
organiza- 
tion.

It is a pretty slow day when the 


government is not asked to investi- 
gate something.

plenty of politicians whose time is 
not fully coupled who are glad to un- 
dertake'these inquiries.

men.A petition is now being circulated 
by the Housewives League of New 
Orleans for an investigation of high 
prices.

It is not like- 
ly that the government can remedy 
these Conditions. But some of them 
ought to be met by American enter- 
prise and ingenuity. The American 
temperament has achieved so many 
commercial triumphs that it would 
seem as if it should be able to devise 
more systematic methods of supply- 
ing the necessities of life.

date for president; when Colorado 
gives Mr. Wilson a very large ma- 
jority; when Kansas gives him 25,- 
000 majority, and the Republican 
flirtations with the Mormons prove 
worthless, and sheep-raising Wyom- 
ing goes Democratic, and the state 
of Washington gives the president a 
majority of 15,000, something has 
happened, and it should set the pol- 
iticians of both sides to considering 
•what it was. 
Frank Hitchcock is a Republican 


politician of very considerable ex- 
perience, and he has been doing a 
little thinking, the 
conclusion of 


which is that the northwest is break- 
ing away from the 
northeast 
and

Th 
northwest and the South have the 
counting room and the shop, bu 
they also have the store, the forest 
the mine, and especially the farm 
They have the same business inter 
ests, and we-are inclined to believe 
that Frank Hitchcock is right, and 
they are realizing that they hav 
common political interests.

feeding baby a little meat. 


It is usually added to the midday 


meal with advantage. It should be 
given first in moderate amount and 
in the most digestible form. Scraped 
beef from the inner 
portion, of a 


rare broiled steak which is free from 
fat is the best form, and a heaping 
tablespoonful may be given at-first 
and the amount soon be doubled. 


When this is given with 
bread, 


the child should be instructed sys- 
tematically to chew. 
At this time 


soup may be increased to six ounces 
and milk dropped, as milk and meat 
are not to be used together at one 
meal. 


Some mothers unfortunately have 


to wean the baby from birth. 
For 


such a child, feeding from the bot- 
tle a mixture of oatmeal water and 
milk is very nourishing. 


Use two-thirds oatmeal water and 


one-third of milk for a child three 
months old and weighing eleven or 
twelve pounds.

each week, if she gains from four 
to six ounces a week 
her 
bowels 


move regularly and are of the right 
consistency, the mixture is perfect. 


If, however, she does not increase 


in weight each week, you should be- 
gin increasing the milk, of course, a 
very litle at a time,

more than an ounce in one 
day's 


mixture. You should use lime water, 
as this helps to form bone and teeth, 
which are, of course, bone structure. 
Add from one to two teaspoonfuls of 
lime water to each bottle.

Ha Lived a Royal, but Secluded, Life 


Here 
Until 
Napoleon's 
Downfall, 


When He Vanished to Reappear, Per- 
haps as King Charles X. of France. 
In the year 1SOS a French gentleman 


came into the wilds of the southern 
part of Madison county, X. Y., aud 
erected a chateau upon the wooded 
summit of the highest hill in George- 
town. lie had purchased 2.700 acres of 
.'aud, paving for it close to $10.000. He 
ave the name of Louis Amathe Muller. 
lie brought great wealth in gold and 
silver coin into the wilderness and 
spant it lavishly in clearing land, erect- 
ing his home and establishing a great 
park for game. The chateau was little 
less than a fortress. 


The master of the house wore the 


costume of a French gentleman, lived 
royally and introduced as far as possi- 
ble the manners of feudal France. 
He 


was attended by a retinue of French- 
men, 
anioug them a physician, who 


bore the name of Pietrow. 


During all his sojourn in the wilder- 


ness Muller received numerous papers 
from abroad. It was very common f or 
him to comment upon the progress of 
Bonaparte, and, when news came of 
his disaster in Russia, Muller was 
overjoyed and began to make prepa- 
rations to return home, and when the 
overthrow of Bonaparte was assured 
he rode away on horseback to take 
passage for France. 


Many have been the conjectures as 


to the identity of this man. He pre- 
served his incognito completely. 
It 


was believed that only his physician j 
knew his true name. Those who had 
carefully studied the events of the 
time and knew the history of the royal 
family of France believed that Muller 
was a Bourbon prince hiding from 
Bonaparte. The physician once said 
that Muller was "cousin the second to 
the Duke of Angouleme," but the be- 
lief generally is that he was a member 
of the Bourbon family, who, on the 
abdication of Bonaparte, was restored 
to his royal privileges. 


By many it was supposed that the 


mysterious American visitor was no 
other than the Count of Artois, who 
had been banished from France by Na- 
poleon and who later governed that 
country as Charles X. Only a man 
with such cunning as ^s is credited 
with possessing could have concealed 
his identity in the wilds of Madison 
county. The Count of Artois was the 
ight age, fifty-one, in 1SOS. had a suf- 
ficient motive and answers in charac- 
:er and in methods of amusement to 
Louis Amathe Muller. 


There is a^lapse in history as to the 


movements of the count. In July, 1789, 
le left France as loader of the emi- 
grants, and his career from this time 
on to his return to France in 1814 is 
somewhat involved. 
For the reason 


:hat his real name was as odious in 
\rnerica as in Europe it is thought 
hat he came to this country not only 
:o avoid Bonaparte, but to put to rest 
the tongues that were busy with his 
name. 


The description of Mullet's personal 


appearance fits accurately the descrip- 
tions of the Count of Artois. or Charles 
X. As a writer puts it. "The passion 
for hunting and dread of Bonaparte 
evinced by Muller point unerringly to 
Artois as the man who occupied the 
chateau on Muller hill.'1 "WTien Artois 
became king it is said that he endan- 
gered his throne through his devotion 
to the chase. 


The time of Muller's or Artois' de- 


parture for Europe to be present when 
Bonaparte was subdued cannot be ac- 
curately given. 
He left Xew York 


late in 1813. The time of his return to 
America to settle his affairs aad sell 
his estates is known. It was when all 
danger from Bonaparte was past after
